computat ionem Eccleſię Angelicanę 
mille ſimo quingeteſimo quadrage ſi- 
mo quinto,acco2ding to p ſtatute in 
ſuch caſe lately pzonided, That the 
Citizens and inhabitants of the ſaid 
Citie of London and liberties of the 
ſaine,fo2 the time being, ſhall peare⸗ 
ly Whout fraud oz couin fo2 euer pay 
their tithes to the Parſons, Uicars, 
and Curates of the ſapd Citie x their 
ſucceſſours foz the time being, after 
the rate hereafter following, that is 
to wit, ol euery ten ſhillings rent by 
peare of all and enery houſe 4 hou⸗ 
ſes, ſhoppes, warehouſes, cellers, and 
ſtables, and euerp of them, within 


the ſayde Citie and liberties of the 


fame.rvi. pence balfe peny . And of 
euery twentie ſhillings rent by pere 
of all and eucrye ſuch houſe & houſes, 
ſhops, warehouſes, cellars and ſta⸗ 


Citie and liberfies,fwo ſhillings any 
nine pence : And ſo aboue the rent of

Item 5ᷣ wher any leaſe is 02 ſhall 
be made of anye dwellpng bouſe oz 
houſes,ſhops, warehouſes, cellars, oz 
ſtables, oꝛ of any of them, by fraud oz 
touin, reſeruing leſſe rent then hath 
ben accuſtomed, oꝛ is 02 that any ſuch 
leaſe ſhalbe made without anye rent 
reſerued vpon the lame, by reaſon of 
any fine oꝛ income papd befoꝛe hand, 
02 by any other frand 02 couin: That 
then in euerp ſuch caſe the tenaunt 
02 fermour, tenaunts oz fermourcs 
therof, ſhal pay fo2 his oz their tithes 
of the ſame, after p rate afoꝛeſaid, ac⸗ 
cozying to the quantitie of ſuch rent 
62 rents, as p ſame houſe o2 houſes, 
ſhops, warehouſes,celars oz ſtables, 
oz anp of them were laſt letten fo2, 
without fraude oz coun befo2e the 


making of ſuch leaſe, 


Item that encry owner o2 owners, 
inheritoz oz inheritoꝛs, of any dwel⸗ 


lyng honſe oz houſes, ſhops, ware⸗ 


houſes, cellers, o2 ſfables,o2 anpe of 


them within the ſaid cifie q liberties, 
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inhabiting oꝛ occupping y ſame him/ 
ſelfe oz themſelues, ſhall pape after 
luch rate of tithe as ts abouelapde, 
after the quantitie of ſuch yearelye 
rent, as the ſame was laſt letten foz, 
without fraud o2 couin. 

Item ik any perſon o2 perſõs haue 
taken o2 heerafter ſhal take any meſe 
62 manſion place by leaſe, the taker 
02 takers theroff his 02 their execu⸗ 
fo2s 02 aſſignes doth oꝛ (hal inhabite 
in part theroff, 4 haue oz hath win 
vlii.peares laſt paſt befo2e this oꝛder 
oz hœreafter wil oꝛ ſhall let out the 
reſidue of p ſame: That then in ſuch 
caſe, y pꝛincipal ferimour oꝛ fermoꝛs 
oz firſt taker o2 fakers therof, his o:

his oꝛ their tithes after y rate afoꝛe⸗ 
ſapd, accoꝛding to his o2 their quan⸗ 
titie therin ⁊ that his oꝛ their execu⸗ 
toꝛs aſſigne oꝛ aſſignes,ſhal pay his 
oꝛ their tithes after p rate aboueſaid, 
acco;ding to the quantitie of his 02 
their rent by peare.

in one leaſe, x letteth oz ſhall let out 
one oꝛ moze of v ſaid houſes t kepeth 
02 ſhall keepe one oz moze in his oz 
their owne hands, a inhabiteth oz in- 
habiten in the ſame: That then the 
laid taker oz takers, his o2 their ex⸗ 

ecuto2s oꝛ aſſignes, ſhall pay his oz 
their tithes after the rate aboucſaid, 
accoꝛding to the quantitie of p peres 
ly rent of ſuch manſion houſe oz hou⸗ 
ſeg retepned in his o2 their handes. 
And that his aſſiane o2 aſſignes of 
the reſidue of the laid manſion houſe 
o2 houſes ſhal pay his oz their perely 
tithes after p rate aboueſaid, accozs 
ding to p quatitie of their perelprt᷑ts. 
Jte if ſuch fermour oz fermours, oꝛ 
his oz their aſſignes of any manſion 
houſes, warehouſes, ſhops, cellers, oꝛ 
ſtables, hath at any time within eight 
peares laſt paſt, oz ſhall hereafter 
let ouer all the ſayd manſion: houſe 
oz houſes contepned in his oz they 
leaſe to one perſon oꝛ to diuers per⸗ 
ſons : That then the inhabitauntes 
leaſes 03 occupiers of them, and of

the third penie abated, And that cuery 
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encry of them ſhall pay their tithes, 
after prate of ſuch rents as the ſapd 
inhabitaunts,leaſcs,02 occupicrs,and 
their alligne o2 aſſignes,ben oꝛ hai be 
charged withall, without fraud 02 £0- 
uin.

Item that where any perion (hall 

demiſe any Dichcuſe 02 Bꝛewhcuſe 
with implementes conuenicnt and 
neteſſarp foz dying e bꝛewing, rcſer⸗ 
uing a rent vpon the lame, as well in 
reſped of ſuch implements as in re⸗ 
ſpec of fuch ZMehcuſe oꝛ Bꝛewhouſe. 


That then the tenannt ſhall pape his 


tithes, after ſuch rate as is abouc ſaid, 


pꝛinci⸗ 


to be paide in London, 
pꝛincipall houſe o2 houſes with key 
oz wharfe, hauing any Crane 02 gibet 
beloging to p lame. ſhal pay after like 
rate of their rents as is afozeſaid the 
third penny abated. And that other 
wharfes- belonging to houſes, hauing 
no Crane oꝛ gibet, ſhall pay fo: they; 
tithes as ſhalbe paid foz manſio hou⸗ 
les in fozme afoꝛeſapd. 

Item that where any manſio houſe 
W a (hop, ſtable, warehouſes, wharfe, 
with Crane, timber pard, teinterpard, 
oꝛ garden belonging fo p ſame, 02 as 
parcel of py ſame, is oꝛ ſhalbe occupied 
together, p if the ſame be hereafter 
ſeuered oꝛ deuided, oꝛ at any time w- 
in. viij.pears laſt paſt were ſeuered oz 
deuided: That the the farmour oꝛ far⸗ 
mours, occupier, 02 occupiers theroff 
+ (hal pay ſuch tithes as aboneſayd fo2 
ſuch Chops, ſtable, ware-houſe, wharfe 
with Crane, timberpard, teinterpard, 
02 garden afozeſaid ſo ſeuered oꝛ deui⸗ 
ded after þ rate of their ſeueral rentes 
therevpon reſerued, 

Item that the ſapde citezens & in- 
babitantes ſhall pape their tythes 
; A.v, quarts 
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quarterlp, that is to ſap, at the feaſt of 


Eaſter, the Natinitie of S. lohn Bap- 
tiſt, the feaſt of S. Michael the Arch- 
angell, and the natiuitie of our Lozds 
by euen poztions. 

Item that euery houſcholder pap⸗ 


ing ten ſhillinges rent oz aboue, ſhall 


ſoz him oz hir ſelfe be diſcharged of 
they; foure offeringe dapes: but his 
wyfe, childꝛen, ſeruaunt o2 others of 
they2 family, taking they; rightes of 
the Church at Eaſter, ſhall pape two 
pence fo2 thcy2 foure offeringe dayes 
veerely, 

Pꝛouided alwapes, and it is decræ⸗ 
ed, that if any houſe oz houſes, which 


hath ben oz hereafter ſhalbe letten foz 


x. ſhillings rent by peare 02 mo2e, bee 


dz! hath at anye time within eyght 


reares laſt paſſed,o2 hereafter ſhalbee 
deuided and leaſſed into ſmall parcels 


82 members,yclving leſſe yerely rent 


then r.ſhillings by pcare: That then 
the owner oz owners, if he o2 they 
dwell in any part of ſuch houſe, oz els 
the pzincipal leaſe oꝛ leaſes,if the ow- 
ner 02 owners doe not dwell in ſome 
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part of þ ſame, ſhal frõ hencefozth pay 
foꝛ his o2 their tithes, after ſuch rate 
of rent as the ſame honſe was accus 
ffomed to be letten foz befo2e ſuch des 
uiſion 02 deuiding into parts 02 mem⸗ 
bers. And p vnder farmour and far⸗ 
mours, leaſe and leaſes, to be diſchar- 
ned of all tithes, foz ſuche ſmall 
parcels, parts oz members rented at 
leſſe pearely rents then x.ſhillings by 
yeare, without fraud oz couin, paying 
two pence a pece yearely fo their.iiij 
offering dapes. 

Pꝛouided alway, x if is decreede, 
that foz ſuch gardens as appertepne 
not to any manſton houſe, and which 
any perſon oz perſons,holdeth 02 ſhal 
holde in his oꝛ their handes foz plea⸗ 
ſurc,o2 to his owne ble, that then the 
perſon ſo holding the lame ſhall pape 
no tithes foz the ſame. But if any per- 
ſon oꝛ perſons, which holdeth and ſhal 
holde any ſuch garden, conteininge 
halfe an Acre 02 mo2e, doth oz ſhall 
make any yerely p:ofite thereoff by 
way of ſale: that then he oz they ſhall 
pape tithes foz the ſame , affer mou 
rare 


halfe an Acre oꝛ moze, be hereafter

rate of his rent, as is herein firſt a. 
boue ſpecified. 


Pꝛouided alſo that if any ſuch gar- 
dens now being of the quantitie of 


by frande oz couin deuided into anp 
leſſe quantitie oꝛ quantities, then to 
pay tith, accoꝛding to the rate aboue⸗ 
ſapdde. 

Pꝛouided alivaye that this decree 


ſhall not extend to the houſes of great 
men,oz noble men,o2 noble women, 
kept in thepꝛ owne handes, and not 
letten foz ary rent, which in time paſt 
hath paped no tithes,ſs long as they 
ſhall ſo continue vnletten, noꝛ to any 
balls of craftes oz companies ſo long 
as they be kepte vnletten, ſo that the 
ſame halls in time paſt haue not vſed 
to pay any tithes. 


P2outded alwayes,t if 1s decreed, 


that this pꝛeſent oꝛder and decree ſhal 
not in anye wiſe extende to binde oz 
charge any ſheddes, ſtables, cellers, 
timber yardes , ne tepnter pardes, 
which wer neuer parcel of any dwel⸗ 
ling houſe, ne apperteining oz belongs 


ing 
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to be paide in London. 
ing to any dwellinge houſe, ne haue 
accuffomed to pape any tithes: but 5 
the ſapd Citizens t inhabitants ſhall 
thereoff he quiet of papment, of any 
tithes, as if hath ben vicd and accuſto⸗ 
med. 

Pꝛouided alſo, and it is decræde, 
that where leflc ſumme then after the 
rate of firtene pence haifpenny in the 
tenne ſhillinges rent, oꝛ leile ſumme 
then two ſhillinges and nine pence 
in the twentie ſhillinges rente, hath 
ben accuſtomed to be papde fo2 fithes, 
that then in ſuch places, the lapde Ci⸗ 
tizens and inhabitantes ſhall pay buf 
onely after ſuch rate as hath bene ac⸗ 
tuſtomed. 

Item it is alſo decrede, b if any va⸗ 
ryaunce, controuerſte, oꝛ ſtriefe do o: 
ſhall hereatter aryſe in the ſayd Ci⸗ 
tie foz no payment of any tithes:oꝛ if 
any variaunte oꝛ doubt ariſe vpon the 
true knowledge oꝛ diuiſtõ of any rent 
92 tithes within the liberties of 5; ſaid 


titie, oz of any extent oz aſſemblant 


thereof, oz if any doubt rife vpon anp 
other thing conteined within this de; 
cre; 
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erte:that then vppon complaint made 
by the partie greeued to p Payze of p 
citie of London foz p time being, the 
ſapd Pay2e by the aduiſe of counſaile 
hall call the ſayd parties befoze him, 
make a finall ende in the ſame, with 
coſfs fo be rewarded at the diſcreati⸗ 
on of the ſapd Bay2e + his aſſiſtants, 
accozding to the intent 4 purpoſe of 
this pꝛeſent decree. 
And if p the ſapd Mayꝛe make not an 
ende thereoff within two moneths af- 
ter complaynte to him made, oꝛ if any 
of the ſapde parties finde themſelues 
grieued: That then the Loꝛd Chaun⸗ 
cellour of England foz the time being 
vpon complainte to him made within 
thꝛee monethes then next following. 
ſhall make an ende of the ſame, with 
ſuch coſtes to be rewarded as ſhalbe 
thought conuenient, accoꝛding to the 
intent and purpoꝛſe of this ſaid decree. 
Pꝛouided alwaycs,that if any per⸗ 
ſon oꝛ perſons take any tenement fo: 
a leſſe rent then was accuſfomed fo 
be letten fo2,by reaſon of any greate 
xuine and decay,burning,o2 ſuch lyke 
occaſions 


to be paide in London; 


occaſfons o miſfoꝛtunes: That then 
ſuch perſon oz per ſons, his exetutoꝛs 
oʒ aſſignes ſhal pay tithes onelp after 
the rate of the rent reſerued in 
his oz their leaſe, 4none 
other wiſe, as long as 
the lame leaſe 
ſhall en⸗ 
dure. 
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
